In ex p laining the survey . John J. Hall, Direc­ 
tor of the Street and Highway Safety Division 
of the N ational Bureau, p oints out th a t no st™c- 
tural defects were discovered in the cars, but th a t 
three-fourths were found lacking either in ade­ 
quate brakes, lights, horns, steering mechanism, 
windshield wip ers, rear v isio n m irrors or safe 
tires. W orst of all was the condition of brakes 
nearly 40 p er cent being unsafe. 
Obviously the condition calls for correction. 
No m atter how safely a motorist drives, if his 
brakes fail, if his vision is obscured, if his lights 
do not show the road ahead, he is ex p osed to an 
accident every time he op erates his car. It is not 
wise to belittle any of the hazards involved. In 
a hazardous chain of curcum stances a defective 
windshield wip er can be just as dangerous as a 
loose wheel. Drivers who have formed a habit 
of overhauling their automobiles p eiiodically arc 
rarely resp onsible for accidents, said Mr/ Hall. 
Careless drivers, on the other hand, often p ay a 
p rice for neglect th a t would meet necessary re­ 
p air bills m any times over, and if a few judg­ 
m ents are rendered against them , the bill will 
total the full p rice of several good automobiles. 
Some states have found th a t the best m ethod 
of insuring safe automobile m echanical condi­ 
tion is by m eans of comp ulsory insp ection laws.
